Fooling the Farmers. 


The following, which tells of the 


latest swindling scheme, was taken 
from one of our exchanges: 


"Brown county farmers have been 


swindled out of hundreds of dollars 
this week through a new confidence 
game. The victims were visited by a 
man purporting to be a deputy sheriff 
of 
Manitowoc county. 
He secured 


signatures to contracts, binding far- 
mers to dispose of a certain amount of 
jewelry alleged to have been seized 
by the sheriff. 
An 
accomplice ap- 


peared on the following day "and far- 
mers 
then learned they 
had or- 


dered one dozen gold watches at J50 
each. Under threat of legal prosecu- 
tion, farmcrsscttled by a compromise 
taking part of the watches ordered 
and paying with cash and promissary 
notes. 
The local authorities today 


wired and maijcd descriptions of con- 
fidence operators to all parts of the 
country." 


The man who wrote the above may 


have been reliably informed, but it 
seems highly improbable that any far- 
mer who had brains enough to accum- 
ulate any money could be induced to 
part with it on any such fool pretext 
as the above. It may be that farmers 
are .sometimes swindled out of money, 
but it would seem as if it would take a 
smoother scheme than the above to 
catch enough victims to make it pay; 


BOKH l.KADKU COMING. 


Hvrrulru D. Viljoeii will Deliver an 


UluBtrutvU JLeoiure. 


The citizens of Grand Kapids and 


surrounding country will have an op- 
portunity of listening to Hercules .'J. 
Viljoen, one of the lioer representa- 
tives in this country, at the opera 
house on Wednesday,'May 1, the lec- 
ture to commence at 8 o'clock. 
He 


served in the lioer army during the 
first year, and relates his experiences 
in a most thrilling manner, describing 
the battle fields, as well as the home 
life of his fellow patriots. He illus- 
trates his lectuie with original stere- 
optican views and the lectuie is both 
instructive and entertaining, affording 
a better insight into the home life, 
the country and mode of warfare of 
the Boers. 


Mr. Viljoen was a former British 


subject and an experienced farmer. 
He was also engaged in various min- 
ing interests; a son of the late Rev. 
Viljoen, of Colesbnrg, and educated 
at Stellenbosh in the Cape Colony. 
When Gen. Oliver crossed 
Orange 


river into Aliwal North, Mr. Viljoen 
was ready to throw in his lot with his 
fellow Boers who were lighting to 
maintain their 
independence. 
He 


was elected Field Cornet for Aliwal 
North by the Burghers, and fought in 
the battle at Stormberg and at vari- 
ous other places. When Gen. Oliver 
received orders to retreat toBloemfou- 
tcin, Mr. Viljoen trying to escort his 
family to a place of safty, was cut off 
from the liurgher force. He was ca 
lured by the British, imprisoned and a 
death sentence passed on him. He 
was, however, released when Gen. de 
Wet made an unexpected attack on 
Wepener, and advised by President 
Steyn to leave the country, as he 
one of the most prominent sympathi- 
zers of the Boers in Cape Colony.

found that the Italians had their fire 
built in such a place that heconsidered 
it a menace to surrounding property, 
there being much inflammable ma- 
terial 
about, besides which the oil 


tank of the Standard Oil company was 
only a short distance, and he asked 
them to discontinue operations. They 
were profuse in their promises to obey 
his injunctions, but that was as far as 
it went, and when the officer visited 
the place again the fire was still burn- 
ing. The otlicer then resorted to for- 
cible measures and the trouble was 
stopped.

my own breakfast in town and rode up 
the mountain on a burro eurryiiig on mv 
search for pheasant (-ggs. 


"About 10 o'clock I'ran across a mine 


.irospcetor, who -was just finishing his 
breakfast. After spending some time in 
conversation with him, I noticed some 
pieces of egg shell on the ground. To 
my surprise and delight they were flic 
shells o£ the pheasant eggs that I was 
«o anxious to find.. Not supposing that 
he was interested in my 
branch of 


science, I mentioned in u casual way that 
the shells ivcre of the egg of a certain 
species of yellow pheasant that I was 
exceedingly anxious to find or secure 
Then lie told me thai, in his wandorinu-.s 
ii]> on the mountain that niornimr he had 
found a nest containing the egL's. and 
finding that they were fresh he had eaten 
them, six ::> a!!. 


"Then it was my Itini lo talk, aud 


when I "had told him thai the eggs were 
very rare and that I would willindv pav 
£100 apiece for tkem. he-looked disgusted 
and actually turned pale. He had been 
having rather a hard run of luck and felt 
very sorry, of course, that he had un- 
aware partaken of 
sueh a high-priced 


breakfast. 
He thought lie might he able 


to find another nest thereabouts and of- 
fered to furnish me six oirgs of the same 
species for a sum considerably less than 
SfiOO, which offer I accented.' We limit- 
ed together Till that day and every day 
for over a week, 
but to no purpose. 


Three monllis laier ] made a similar find 
myself, but at a place .'}(!<> miles distant 
from there. The egirs. 1 found are in the 
Smithsonian yet. and as I know are about 
the only eggs of t h a t particular species 
in any collection in this country.

spring and fall. Tbey'are spread on i 
the ground aud put iu by rollers, forks ] 
and pounders and sometimes they are j 
cut up aud sowed iu the water; if the 
ground is kept wet they will start in a 
month 
if they are good vines. 
It 


takes vines about three years to bear 
a good crop. In the spring the water 
is let olT early so the vines will begin 
to grow. They start from the tip to 
grow and send up a red shoot which 
grows fioni a foot to four or live feet | 
in a season. The young shouts are 
very tender and will freeze very easily 
so when there is a fro-,t the marsh lias 
to be Hooded over night. In the morn- 
ing the water is drawn oil'in ditches 
which are made to hold water to Hood 
and drain Uie marsh. 
When it is dry 


weather the cranberry men use the 
water that is stored up in reservoirs in 
the wet weather. 


Cranberry vines bud iu the fall 


which shows a crop next spring. The 
bud is a little red dot in the lop of the 
vine and on the other shoots. In the 
spring there are blossoms like other 
plants the blossom leaves and a little 
green berry is formed. 
They grow 


very fast and are picked in the fall. 
They usually commence picking the 
first of September. The berries are 
gathered in rakes and by people. 
They arc put in bushel boxes and the 
average price is fifty cents a bushel. 
They are cleaned and put in barrels 
and shipped to market."

When Gen. Oliver 
received orders to retreat toBloemfon- 
tein, Mr. Viljoea trying- to escort his 
family to a place of safty. was cut off 
from the Burgher force. He was cap- 
tured by the British, imprisoned and a 
death sentence passed oa him.

Steyn to leave the country, as he was 
one of the most prominent sympathi- 
zers of the Boers in Cape Colony.

GOTEENOR'S MESSAGE. 


Executive Advocates Abolishing 


Certain Offices— Saving of 


SIS.OOO a Y»»r. 


Madison, \\Ts-, April 19.— -ISpeciaL]— 


Gpv. La Follette seat iis promised mes- 
sage to the Legislature today recommend- 
ing changes and reductions in the stata 
force of employes, in the interests of econ- 
omy. The governor states his belief that 
•$1S,000 can be sared in rh?g manner •with- 
out injury to the public service. Tie 
message was referred to the committee 
oa state affairs in the Senate. Tvhich is ex- 
pected to report a bill in accordance with 
the recommendations. The message is as 
follows: 


To the Honorable the legislature: In the 
executive message at tlie beginning of th" 
Legislative session. I proposed through, a 
later communication, to recommend some 
changes in the official forces at tee caplcol 
designed to effect a saving to tae state 
without injury to public service. 
Although the time available for attention 
to this work has been insufficient to per- 
mit tee thorough Investigation which tne 
importance of the subject invites, 1 am con- 
vinced that a biennial reduction of $36.000 
can be made in state expenditures, without 
hana to any public interest or loss la public 
service, by legislation to insure changes 
as faerelnfater mentioned, for the reasons 
as stated. 
Dispense with the state board of emigra- 
tion. The work of advertising the re- 
sources of the state, which It was created 
to do. is cow being promoted bv private 
enterprise more eSectivelv and more proo- 
erly than It caa be done by the investment 
of public funds !u limited" amount and es- 
travagsnt manner for the advancement o£ 
particular sections. 
Investigation of the 
character of service performed justifies th« 
statement that much of the annual appro- 
priation of $5000 for this work has been 
wholly wasted. 
A. repeal of section 6, of chapter 320 of 
the laws of 1S91. and a requirement that 
the regular force of the land department 
shaU attend to "laud protection" for the 
public lands wilt do away with an anmul 
chiirge against the general fund of about 
$4000. I am advised that the force neces- 
sary to the proper conduct of the business 
of the land oiflce will be ample for the 
work of "land protection." 


An Office ivith JXo Duties. 


The oSGce of state draughtsman, created 
by the Legislature of T.S97, has been vacant 
since February 1, for the reason that there 
are no apparent duties connected with it. 
The annual appropriation for this position 
Is $120O and the law authorizing Jt may 
be repealled without danger of hardship to- 
Buy one. 
The position of volunteer service clerk. 


fn the office of the adjutant general, salary 
$1200 per annum, has been left vacant up- 
on the recommendation of the adjutaat- 
gc-neral. and the position may be safely 
abolished. 
The duties of "storekeeper" In the of- 
fice of the superintendent of public property 
are being performed at the present time by 
the chief clerk, with, the result that dupli- 
cate sets of book accounts are made un- 
necessary and the chances for errors and 
confusion are reduced In number without 
detriment to the service. The work of the 
foreman of the labor force may be safely 
entrusted to the assistant superintendent 
of public property. 
The number of janitors authorized by the 
law cau be reduced from eighteen to twelve 
without imposing unreasonable requirements 
upon the force. These changes In the de- 
partment of superintendent of public prop- 
erty. If made, will Insure a reduction of 
StilOS per annum. I have the honor to rec- 
ommend that prior to final adjournment. 
your honorable body take such action as 
may be necessary to authorize and secure 
the changes In service and reduction in ex- 
peaditures herein suggested.

Cranberry JMlar»be». 


Following is an essay on cranberry 


marshes submitted by one of the 
school children at Cranmcor. 


''Cranberry vines are planted iu the 


spring and fall- Theyare spread on 
the ground and put in by rollers, forks 
and pounders and sometimes they axe 
cut up and sowed in the waterj^if the 
ground is kept wet they Trill start in a 
month if they are good vines. 
It 


takes vines about three years to bear 
a good crop. In the spring the water 
is let off early so the vines will begin 
to grow. They start from, the tip to 
grow and send up a red shoot which 
grows from a foot to four or five feet 
in a. season- -The young shoots are 
very tender and will freeze very easily 
so when there is a fro»t the marsh has 
to be flooded over night. In the morn- 
ing1 the water is drawn off in ditches 
which are made to hold water to flood 
and drain the marsh. When it is dry 
weather the cranberry men u»e the 
water that is stored up in reservoirs iis 
the wet weather. 


Cranberry vines bud in the fall 


which shows a crop next spring. The 
bud is a little red dot in the top of the 
vine and on the other shoots. In the 
spring there are blossoms like other 
plants the blossom leaves and a little 
green berry is formed. 
They grow 


very fast and are picked in the fall. 
They usually commence picking the 
nrst of September. The berries are 
gathered in rakes and 
by people, j 


They are put in bushel boxes and the j 
average price is fifty cents a bushel.! 
Thev are cleaned and put in barrels 
and shipped to market."
